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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


Allentown,  Pa.,  June  1,  1916. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Homoeopathic  State  Hospital  for 
the  Insane  respectfully  submits  its  Second  Report  for  the  two  years' 
period  from  June  1,  1914,  to  May  31,  1916,  the  principal  part  of  which 
consists  of  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Henry  I.  Klopp, 
annexed  hereto. 

During  this  period  the  efficiency  of  the  preliminary  and  organiza- 
tion work  was  demonstrated,  and  the  Board  again  desires  to  testify  to 
the  capable  management  of  its  Superintendent.  The  day-to-day  con- 
duct of  the  Institution  has  been  as  satisfactory  as  the  organizing  which 
took  place  previously. 

The  decision  of  the  Auditor  General  during  the  past  year  to  ad- 
vance funds  from  month  to  month  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
supplies,  as  contrasted  with  the  former  method  of  withholding  monies 
until  after  the  expiration  of  quarterly  periods,  has  materially  aided  the 
Board  in  its  purchases,  and  has  rendered  unnecessary  the  borrowing 
of  funds  in  anticipation,  on  the  personal  responsibility  of  the  Trustees. 

The  higher  cost  of  food  supplies  and  coal,  coupled  with  the  con- 
stantly increasing  wages  and  salaries  paid  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  makes 
it  well-nigh  impossible  for  the  Trustees  to  feed,  clothe  and  properly 
provide  for  the  patients  under  their  charge,  based  on  an  allowance  or 
appropriation  of  $2.50  per  patient  week  from  the  State,  and  $1.75 
from  Poor  Districts. 

The  limited  acreage  of  farm  land  attached  to  the  Institution,  un- 
fortunately makes  the  strain  resulting  from  present  food  cost  more 
acute. 
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When  the  Commission  handed  the  property  and  buildings  over  to 
the  Trustees,  the  grounds  were  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Consider- 
able progress  in  improvement  has  been  made  in  spite  of  the  very 
limited  appropriation  of  the  last  Legislature  for  this  work.  Much 
remains  yet  to  be  done.  New  buildings  have  been  erected  within  the 
past  two  years,  but  the  increasing  demand  for  admissions  renders 
necessary  further  accommodations. 

Convinced  as  to  the  necessity  of  all  the  items  for  which  appropria- 
tions have  been  requested,  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Trustees  that  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  and  the  Legislature  will  deal  liberally  in  granting 
the  funds  asked  for.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Homoeopathic  State  Hospital. 
Gentlemen: 

The  second  bi-ennial  report  of  the  Homoeopathic  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  covering  the  period  from  June  1,  1914,  to  May  31, 
1916,  together  with  the  statistics  prescribed  by  the  Committee  on 
Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  is  hereby  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

The  Hospital,  for  the  most  part,  since  the  beginning  of  1915  has 
been  crowded,  at  times  exceeding  the  bed  capacity.  On  March  1,  1915, 
we  found  it  necessary  to  notify  the  authorities  within  our  hospital  dis- 
trict (the  northeast  tier  of  twelve  counties)  to  the  effect  that  the  institu- 
tion having  reached  its  capacity  and  available  accommodations  being 
limited  to  vacancies  resulting  from  the  discharge  of  patients,  that  the 
authorities  ascertain  if  there  is  a  vacancy  before  sending  a  patient, 
preference  being  given  to  those  having  symptoms  indicating  the  possi- 
bility of  recovery. 

The  demand  made  upon  the  institution  for  the  admission  of 
patients,  not  only  from  our  assigned  district  but  also  from  other  sec- 
tions of  the  state,  has  been  very  great.  The  latter  is  accounted  for  by 
a  provision  of  the  organic  law,  as  follows:  "Whenever  the  hospital 
shall  have  sufficient  accommodations  for  the  proper  care  of  a  larger 
number  of  patients  than  shall  be  committed  to  it  from  its  district,  the 
Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities  can 
authorize  the  commitment  of  patients  from  any  other  part  of  the  state, 
giving  the  preference  in  all  cases  to  those  whose  family  or  friends  desire 
them  to  receive  Homoeopathic  treatment."  It  is  exceedingly  trying  to 
refuse  requests  for  admission,  even  for  those  whose  symptoms  are  not 
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of  a  type  that  can  be  considered  hopeful.  Naturally,  preference  is 
given  those  having  symptoms  indicating  the  possibility  of  recovery. 
It  is  the  chronic  patient  who  adds  to  the  increased  crowding ;  whereas 
the  patient  who  can  be  restored  and  returned  to  his  family  and  com- 
munity as  a  wage-earner,  lessens  the  burden  to  the  tax-payer,  the  form- 
er increases  it.  "The  earlier  a  disease  is  diagnosed  and  given  proper 
treatment,  the  better  is  the  prognosis"  requires  no  discussion  other 
than  the  statement  that  it  is  equally  important  and  applicable  in  men- 
tal diseases  as  in  other  abnormal  conditions.  Too  frequently  patients 
suffering  from  a  mental  unbalance  are  not  seen  by  physicians  who 
have  had  experience  in  this  line  of  work  until  the  disease  is  so  far 
advanced  that  treatment  in  a  hospital  for  the  mentally  sick  is  sought 
only  as  a  last  resort.  Men  who  make  a  study  of  mental  diseases  do  not, 
as  a  rule,  see  patients  until  symptoms  are  quite  pronounced.  For 
this  reason  it  is  obviously  necessary  that  the  general  practitioner 
should  recognize  the  incipient  stages  of  mental  disease  if  we  wish  to 
make  any  advance  in  its  prevention.  To  do  his  part  in  the  great  field 
of  preventive  medicine,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  general  practitioner 
be  a  psychiatrist;  but  he  should  be  familiar  with  the  causes  and  early 
manifestations  of  mental  disease  and  with  the  importance  of  the  sub- 
ject; if  unable  to  make  a  proper  mental  examination,  he  should  direct 
the  patient  accordingly. 

Fortunately  we  will  obtain  some  relief  from  overcrowding  by  the 
completion  of  new  buildings  during  the  summer  months  and  early  fall 
of  this  year.  These  should  have  been  completed  and  occupied  ere  this. 
The  delay  is  accounted  for  by  the  great  activity  along  all  industrial 
lines,  resulting  in  delayed  deliveries  of  material;  but  above  all,  the 
difficulty  experienced  by  the  contractors  in  obtaining  and  holding  com- 
petent mechanics  as  well  as  unskilled  laborers. 

The  first  building  to  be  occupied  will  be  a  Pavilion  for  Tuber- 
cular Men  Patients.  This  will  prove  a  valuable  addition  in  the  classi- 
fication and  treatment  of  this  type  of  patients;  the  removal  of  those 
afflicted  with  tubercular  disease  from  our  main  building  will  add  to 
our  capacity  and  provide  better  accommodations  for  those  who  are 
very  noisy  and  turbulent. 
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A  Pavilion  for  Women  Tubercular  Patients,  a  duplicate  of  that 
for  men,  will  be  completed  and  occupied  during  the  fall  months.  These 
pavilions  have  a  central  service  division  with  one  wing  for  patients, 
divided  into  three  sections — so  that  this  class  of  patients  can  be  grouped 
according  to  type  and  progress  of  the  individual  case.  The  arrange- 
ment of  the  buildings  is  such  that  the  capacity  can  be  increased  by  the 
addition  of  another  wing. 

By  early  fall  we  expect  to  occupy  our  new  Reception  Building — 
the  first  unit  of  psychiatric  or  hospital  division,  providing  for  one 
sex  and  designed  for  the  admission,  care  and  treatment  of  the  hopeful 
class  of  patients.    This  building  represents  a  modern  layout  as  re- 
gards detail;  the  internal  arrangement  of  space  is  elastic,  providing 
ample  facilities  for  the  observation,  treatment  and  comfort  of  patients; 
with  due  consideration  of  the  three  essential  factors,  light,  air  and 
water.    Each  floor  of  the  building  has  an  admission  division,  consist- 
ing of  an  office,  bath  and  single  room,  and  a  four-bed  dormitory;  in 
addition  to  this,  two  eight-bed  dormitories,  four  single  rooms,  with 
ample  day  space,  and  accommodations  for  relatives  to  visit  patients. 
The  second  l^oor  is  intended  for  the  noisy,  turbulent  and  excitable 
patients;  one  room  is  equipped  v^ith  six  continuous  flowing  bath  tubs. 
On  the  first  floor  the  quiet  and  convalescent  ca.5es  will  be  cared  for. 
It  contains  a  room  with  three  continuous  flowing  bath  tubs;  all  tubs 
are  controlled  by  individual  thermostatic  valves,  in  this  way  safe- 
guarding as  near  as  possible  the  uniformity  of  the  temperature  of  the 
v^rater  and  the  giving  of  neutral  baths.    Another  room  on  the  first 
floor  contains  a  complete  hydro-therapeutic  equipment.    This  consists 
of  a  control  table  with  thermostatic  valves  for  hot  and  cold  Scotch 
douche,  needle  spray  and  rain  douche,  perineal  spray,  sitz  bath, 
shampoo  table  and  douche,  and  electric  light  cabinet.    The  building 
also  has  two,  two-story  porches  where  patients  will  receive  open  air 
treatment.   Both  floors  have  diet  kitchens,  drying  rooms,  and  the  usual 
linen,  clothing  and  toilet  rooms.   The  basement  space  is  fully  utilized 
with  kitchen  and  dining  room  accommodations  for  patients  and  nurses, 
also  ample  space  for  diversional  occupation  and  calisthenic  exercises. 
The  rated  capacity  is  fifty  beds.    Illustration  of  elevation  and  first 
and  second  floor  layout  is  made  a  part  of  this  report. 
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,    SPECIAL  APPROPRIATION  NEEDS 

To  provide  room  for  new  admissions  and  for  satisfactorily  classi- 
fying our  patients,  as  well  as  the  urgent  necessity  for  increasing  our 
accommodations  to  properly  quarter  our  nurses  and  other  employees, 
it  is  necessary  to  ask  for  special  appropriations  to  add  new  buildings. 

When  a  public  institution  is  doing  its  utmost  to  respond  to  the 
demands  made  upon  it,  and  particularly  twentieth  century  progressive 
ones  for  the  proper  classification  and  treatment  of  the  unfortunate 
mentally  sick,  such  requests  are  absolutely  necessary.  In  view  of  this 
and  a  careful  consideration  of  the  entire  subject,  I  recommend  that  we 
apply  through  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  for 
special  appropriations  from  the  1917  Legislature  for  the  following 
list  of  items;  in  connection  therewith  a  statement  is  given  setting  forth 
the  reason  for  the  request  in  each  instance.  The  list  is  a  comparatively 
large  one,  but  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  the  items  asked 
for  from  the  1915  Legislature  were  not  granted  and  therefore  the 
renewed  request.    I  submit  the  list  for  your  favorable  consideration: 

1.  A  Nurses'  Home  for  Women.  Our  present  accommodations 
consist  of  dormitories  of  ten  to  fifteen  beds,  located  on  the  third  floors 
of  our  ward  buildings  with  open  stairways,  so  that  they  are  subjected 
to  the  chatter  and  noise  of  the  patients  whenever  off  duty  either  by 
day  or  by  night ;  ther'^f ore  they  have  no  place  to  go  for  relaxation  when 
not  on  duty.  With  the  opening  of  new  buildings  it  will  mean  an  in- 
crease in  our  nursing  force,  and  additional  beds  to  the  present  dormi- 
tories, thus  greatly  aggravating  the  already  trying  situation.  To  retain 
desirable  pupil  nurses  in  the  service  of  a  training  school,  to  enable 
them  to  do  good  work  and  complete  a  three  years'  course,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  provide  proper  and  sufficient  accommodations.  This  is  our 
third  appeal  to  the  Legislature,  and  we  hope  the  urgency  of  our  request 
will  be  realized  and  the  appropriation  made  accordingly. 

2.  A  Reception  Building,  to  form  a  second  unit  of  our 
psychiatric  or  hospital  division;  enabling  us  to  properly  provide  and 
care  for  both  sexes.  This  building  is  to  be  a  duplicate  of  the  one 
about  to  be  occupied  for  the  admission,  care  and  treatment  of  the 
hopeful  type  of  patients.    It  is  urgently  needed  for  the  reason  that  it 
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is  impossible  to  expect  satisfactory  results  where  the  acutely  excited, 
the  quiet  depressed,  the  semi-convalescent,  and  those  recovering  their 
reason,  together  with  many  others  who  are  of  the  chronic  type,  are  all 
cared  for  on  one  floor  containing  136  beds  with  limited  day  space.  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth  to  provide  accommodations  for  the 
proper  segregation,  classification,  and  treatment  of  these  helpless, 
afflicted  unfortunates  in  order  to  restore  the  hopeful  ones  to  normal 
mental  health  or  improvement,  enabling  them  to  return  to  the  com- 
munity and  their  families,  thus  lessening  the  burden  to  the  tax-payer. 

3.  Two  Buildings  for  Nurses'  and  Attendants'  Dining  Rooms; 
combined  with  second  floor  Quarters  for  Waitresses,  Laundry,  Kitchen, 
Dining  Room  and  other  Employees.  Our  Nurses  and  Attendants  dine 
in  our  Congregate  Dining  Rooms  with  the  patients ;  this  in  itself  is  un- 
desirable. The  dining  room  capacity  is  overtaxed  by  our  increased 
patient  population.  We  are  unable  to  accommodate  all  who  are  suit- 
able to  come  and  many  must  be  served  in  the  open  wards.  If  dining 
rooms  for  the  nurses  and  attendants  were  provided  in  detached  build- 
ings in  close  proximity  to  our  main  kitchen,  it  would  naturally  increase 
our  capacity  for  patients  and  lessen  the  undesirable  congestion  on  the 
wards.  The  quarters  for  Employees  (both  men  and  women)  more  es- 
pecially those  of  the  Steward's  Department,  as  stated  in  my  first  offi- 
cial report,  have  been  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory;  for  the  most 
part,  they  are  accommodated  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Administration 
buildings,  with  two  and  three  in  a  room,  when  there  should  be  but  one 
on  account  of  the  small  window  and  air  space  and  improper  ventila- 
tion; others  have  quarters  in  basement  rooms,  in  the  laundry  and 
engine  house.  It  would  seem  a  self-evident  fact  that  to  secure  com- 
petent and  desirable  persons  and  retain  them  in  the  service  of  an  insti- 
tution, not  only  should  an  adequate  wage  be  paid,  consistent  with  the 
supply  and  demand  of  labor,  but  living  quarters  should  be  as  attractive 
as  possible.  It  is  therefore  urgent  that  we  again  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  this  dual  purpose. 

4.  Double  House  for  Farm  Employees.  Our  dairy  and  farm 
bams  have  all  been  centralized.  The  house  which  is  occupied  by  the 
Farm  Manager  and  his  family  and  other  farm  help,  is  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  distant  from  the  new  and  re-located  barns ;  the  house  in  itself 
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is  undesirable  and  should  be  demolished.  A  double  house  should  be 
erected  nearer  the  re-located  barns;  thus  providing  not  only  suitable 
accommodations  for  our  Farm  Manager  with  family,  and  help,  but 
enabling  us  to  save  the  valuable  time  now  lost  in  going  to  and  from 
work;  in  addition,  insuring  proper  supervision  of  the  barns  and  stock 
especially  at  night.   Such  a  house  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

5.  Building  for  Fifty  Men  Patients  as  a  Farm  Colony.  Patients 
who  give  valuable  assistance  with  work  about  the  farm  and  grounds, — 
in  trucking,  farming,  excavating,  grading,  concreting,  etc.,  should  be 
housed  in  smaller  units  than  is  the  case  with  the  internal  arrangement 
of  wards  in  this  institution;  such  a  building  would  also  increase  our 
capacity  for  men  patients. 

6.  Addition  to  present  Piggery.  Under  the  Farm  IManagement 
of  institutions  of  this  size,  pork  can  be  produced  at  a  profit  and  is  one 
of  our  best  paying  products.  The  1913  Legislature  granted  a  special 
appropriation  of  $3,000;  the  Governor  withheld  his  approval  of  one- 
half  the  amount.  The  result  has  been  that  we  have  only  sufficient 
capacity  for  farrowing  and  fattening  of  stock  previous  to  slaughtering. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  utilize  the  basement  of  a  re-built  barn,  in- 
tended for  a  root  cellar  and  which  is  very  much  needed  for  that  pur- 
pose. We  also  have  put  up  temporary  shelter  to  care  for  all  pigs  of 
medium  size.  Therefore,  if  pork-raising  is  to  be  continued  consistent 
with  the  patient  capacity  of  the  hospital,  an  addition  must  be  provided 
to  the  present  piggery  so  as  to  double  its  size;  this  should  also  provide 
slaughtering  accommodations. 

7.  Independent  Water  Supply:  Drilling  Artesian  Wells;  Pur- 
chase of  Deep  Well  Pumps,  motor  driven;  Housing  and  Installing 
same;  and  Purchase  of  necessary  Pipe  and  Laying  to  connect  with 
present  Reservoirs. 

The  Hospital  receives  its  water  supply  from  the  Bethlehem  City 
Water  Company  at  a  cost  of  Seventy-five  ($75.00)  Dollars  per  million 
gallons.  This  is  in  excess  of  what  is  paid  hy  other  institutions  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  means  an  expenditure  of  $5,000  to  $6,000  per 
annum,  a  decided  drain  and  burden  upon  our  maintenance  income, 
and  which  is  much  needed  in  the  general  operation  of  the  institution. 
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We  feel  reasonably  confident  that  an  independent  and  ample  supply 
of  water  can  be  obtained  upon  the  grounds  of  the  hospital  by  drilling 
two  ten  inch  Artesian  Wells.  During  1914,  an  artesian  well  was  driven 
at  the  time  of  building  our  new  dairy  barn.  This  well  is  160  feet  in 
depth,  drilled  through  sand  rock  and  tested  80  to  100  gallons  per 
minute;  the  flow  of  water  has  not  varied.  We  believe,  in  three  years 
time  the  amount  expended,  if  appropriated,  would  be  repaid  by  the 
elimination  of  this  annual  expense  for  water. 

8.  For  Improvements  in  Ward  Toilet  Buildings;  to  Supply  De- 
ficiencies in  same,  and  Bathing  Accommodations. 

On  the  Men's  Service  all  bathing  facilities,  except  in  one  ward 
which  is  equipped  with  continuous-flowing  treatment  bath  tubs,  are 
in  the  basement,  in  the  form  of  showers.  In  our  Infirmary  Ward  and 
also  where  disturbed,  untidy  patients  are  cared  for  we  had  to  resort  to 
portable  tubs.  It  is  needless  to  say,  with  water  emptying  from  same 
on  a  concrete  floor  which  is  not  impervious  to  odors,  conditions  in  our 
ward  toilet  buildings  are  not  sanitary,  and  lack  proper  bathing  facili- 
ties. 

9.  Purchase  of  Material  for  Walks  and  Roads;  Electric  Light- 
ing of  Grounds;  Trees,  Fences,  Etc.  Since  the  opening  of  the  hospital 
each  year  has  evinced  progress  in  the  general  improvement  of  the 
grounds;  this  has  been  accomplished  with  patient  labor.  To  further 
the  landscape  layout,  funds  are  necessary  mainly  for  the  purchase  of 
materials. 

10.  Purchase  of  Engine  and  Boiler  Room  Safety  Devices,  and 
other  Necessities.  The  1915  Legislature  granted  part  of  our  request 
for  Safety  Devices  and  other  necessities.  Two  engines  remain  un- 
equipped with  engine  stops.  We  are  very  much  in  need  of  boiler  feed 
pumps ;  those  in  use  are  beyond  repair,  but  we  hope  to  temporize  until 
a  special  appropriation  is  granted.  In  addition  to  this,  we  need  two 
2  inch  flanged  pump  governors;  six  boiler  feed  water  regulators;  six 
flue  soot  cleaners,  and  materials. 
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11.  Re-construction  and  Changes  in  Sewage  Treatment  Plant, 
by  Order  of  the  State  Commissioner  of  Health. 

Our  sand  filtration  beds  are  giving  unsatisfactory  service,  espe- 
cially during  rainy  weather  and  winter  months.  At  such  times  it  is 
impossible  to  dry  the  beds  and  have  them  properly  aerated  without  one 
of  them  becoming  saturated.  During  the  vv^inter  the  sand  surface 
freezes,  thus  preventing  filtration.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  they  are 
located  upon  swamp  land  and  their  capacity  is  inadequate  for  our 
increasing  population.  We  have  temporized  by  taking  up,  cleaning 
and  re-laying  the  latterals,  and  purchasing  sand  to  re-surface  the  beds. 
They,  however,  give  only  fair  service  during  the  summer  months. 

A  Special  Appropriation  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  filter 
beds  was  granted  by  the  1913  Legislature,  but  disapproved  by  Gov- 
ernor Tener  on  account  of  lack  of  funds.  Upon  recommendation  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  a  similar  request  for  a  special  appropria- 
tion was  asked  from  the  1915  Legislature,  but  was  not  granted.  Dr. 
Dixon  has  stated  that  the  condition  at  the  existing  sewage  treatment 
plant  during  winter  demands  that  alterations  and  extensions  be  under- 
taken without  delay;  he  recommends  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  with 
the  next  Legislature  and  funds  secured  as  may  be  necessary  to  under- 
take the  work. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Health  that  to  extend  the 
existing  sand  filters  to  provide  for  treatment  of  the  volume  of  sewage 
at  rates  consistent  with  good  practice,  would  cost  not  less  than  $75,000; 
instead,  it  would  be  more  economical  to  construct  percolating  filters  of 
the  sprinkling  type,  together  with  re-settling  basins  and  chemical  dis- 
infection apparatus. 

12.  Additional  Laundry  Equipment:  Extractor,  Flat  Work 
Ironer,  Metal  Conveyor  Dry  Room,  and  Connections  for  Same. 

These  items  are  needed  on  account  of  our  increasing  population 
and  the  additional  laundry  work  required. 

13.  Purchase  of  Farm  Land  for  an  Agricultural  Colony.  The 
hospital  has  214  acres  of  land;  105  of  which  have  been  put  under  in- 
tensive cultivation;  the  balance  includes  the  area  occupied  by  build- 
ings, wood  and  swamp  land,  filter  beds,  etc.   The  hospital  is  situated 
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between  two  rapidly  growing  centres  of  population,  Allentown  and 
Bethlehem,  and  there  is  no  land  available  in  direct  proximity  to  pres- 
ent location,  except  at  prohibitive  prices.  The  acquisition  of  land 
should  be  commensurate  with  patient  population  and  in  anticipation 
of  the  institution's  future  growth.  We  should,  without  delay,  acquire 
at  least  500  acres  additional,  for  two  reasons.  First,  the  present  size 
of  the  hospital  demands  this  for  its  maintenance.  We  do  not  have 
enough  land  to  supply  our  needs  for  truck,  potatoes,  hay,  as  well  as 
soiling  crops  for  the  dairy.  There  is  no  pasture  land  and  during  the 
summer  months  our  stock,  except  milch  cows,  is  pastured  thirteen 
miles  distant  where  they  do  not  receive  proper  supervision.  Second, 
for  the  development  of  a  Farm  Colony.  This  would  complete  the 
three-fold  function  of  the  institution.  It  has  its  first  nucleus  for  hos- 
pital division  in  its  Reception  Building,  and  its  main  buildings  for 
the  Asylum  cases.  The  establishment  of  a  Colony  for  the  able-bodied, 
chronic,  harmless  patients  who  may  be  taught  to  do  some  useful  work 
and  aid  in  their  support,  as  well  as  allowed  larger  liberty  than  is 
advisable  within  the  borders  of  a  populated  locality,  would  complete 
the  third  group.  With  the  demand  upon  the  Legislature  of  this  Com- 
monwealth for  increasing  accommodations  for  this  class  of  unfortunate 
wards  of  the  State,  the  development  of  Colonies  in  connection  vi^ith  our 
State  Institutions  would  increase  their  capacity.  Such  buildings 
should  be  of  inexpensive  construction  with  plain  and  simple  lines. 

If  the  above  requests  for  Special  Appropriation  are  not  granted, 
it  will  materially  hamper  the  progress  of  the  Institution  and  will  be  a 
retarding  factor  in  the  general  plan  of  its  development. 

1915  SPECIAL  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  1915  Legislature  granted  Special  Appropriations  to  the 
amount  of  $72,161.00  for  the  following  purposes,  namely:  Improve- 
ments and  repairs  to  farm  buildings  and  completion  of  three  unfinished 
barns ;  electric  connection  of  farm  buildings  from  main  plant  for  power 
and  lighting;  moving  and  repairing  two  houses;  purchasing  and  plac- 
ing material  for  walks,  roads;  trees,  and  electric  lighting  of  grounds; 
construction  of  a  sewage  line  to  connect  with  present  system,  to  provide 
for  sewage  disposal  from  Nurses'  Home  and  Employees'  Buildings; 
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purchase  of  engine  and  boiler  room  safety  devices;  furnishing  steam, 
water,  sewage,  electric  and  tunnel  connections,  hydro-therapeutic  and 
continuous  flowing  bath  equipment  and  furnishing  and  equipment  of 
Reception  Building;  furnishing  steam,  water,  sewage,  electric  and  tun-' 
nel  connections,  and  furnishing  and  equipment  of  Nurses'  Home  for 
Men ;  erection  and  construction  of  a  garage  and  repair  shop ;  purchase 
of  two  properties  adjacent  to  hospital  grounds  for  the  housing  of  em- 
ployees; paying  premium  on  fire  insurance  policies;  purchase  of  one 
alternating  current  generating  equipment  to  provide  lighting  and  power 
for  new  buildings  for  patients  and  nurses,  and  for  farm  houses  and 
barns.  Good  progress  has  been  made  upon  the  work  of  the  larger 
items  under  the  foregoing  Special  Appropriations,  and  all  will  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  bi-ennial  period.  May  31,  1917. 

MOVEMENT  OF  POPULATION 
During  the  hospital  year  ending  May  31,  1915,  284  Patients, 
146  Men  and  138  Women  were  admitted:  of  this  number  274,  142 
Men  and  132  Women  were  First  Admissions;  there  were  connected 
with  the  hospital  on  said  date  933  patients,  474  Men,  459  Women; 
making  the  total  number  under  treatment  for  the  year,  1217 ;  620  Men 
and  597  Women. 

The  total  Discharges  within  the  same  period  were  221;  of  this 
number  52  were  recorded  restored,  55  improved,  9  unimproved,  5  not 
insane,  100  died.  In  addition  to  the  221  direct  discharges,  49  patients 
were  absent  from  the  hospital  on  furlough, — they  appearing  on  our 
records  as  connected. 

The  average  age  of  the  admissions  was  42  years  for  the  men  and 
43  for  the  women:  10  were  under  20  years;  48,  between  20  and  30; 
73,  between  30  and  40;  61,  between  40  and  50;  49,  between  50  and 
60;  32,  between  60  and  80;  10  were  over  80  years  of  age.  Of  the  52 
discharged  restored,  41  were  under  40  years;  11,  between  40  and  60. 
The  duration  of  treatment  in  34  cases  was  under  6  months;  in  10,  6 
to  12  months;  in  8,  1  to  2  years.  Of  the  100  deaths,  the  average  age 
was  58.46;  9  were  over  80  years;  21,  70  to  80;  18,  60  to  70;  the 
remainder  were  distributed  between  20  and  60  years.  The  percentage 
of  deaths  on  the  whole  number  treated  was  8.21.  19  died  from  Gen- 
eral Paralysis  of  the  Insane;  13,  from  Cerebral  Hemorrhage;  8  from 
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Arteriosclerosis;  18,  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs;  27  from  Senile  Psy- 
choses with  complicating  physical  ailments. 

Within  the  year  ending  May  31,  1916,  244  cases,— 145  Men  and 
99  Women  were  admitted:  of  this  number  228, — 135  Men  and  93  Wo- 
men were  first  admissions;  on  June  1,1915,  there  were  under  care  and 
treatment  991  patients, — 498  Men  and  493  Women;  making  the  total 
number  under  treatment  for  the  year  1235,-643  Men  and  592  Women. 
The  yearly  average  number  of  patients  for  the  bi-ennial  period  was 
969.14  and  992.46  respectively. 

The  total  Discharges  within  the  last  hospital  year  were  232,  an 
increase  of  11  over  the  previous  year;  of  this  number  44  were  recorded 
restored,  60  improved,  18  unimproved,  11  not  insane,  99  died.  In 
addition  to  the  232  direct  discharges,  45  patients  appeared  upon  our  ' 
records  as  connected,  although  absent  from  the  hospital  on  furlough. 
Of  those  remaining  May  31,  1916,  and  those  connected  by  furlough, 
the  probability  as  to  recovery  or  improvement  was  considered  favorable 
in  117  patients. 

The  average  age  of  admissions  was  42  years  for  the  Men  and  45 
for  the  Women;  12  were  under  20  years;  52,  between  20  and  30;  54, 
between  30  and  40;  51,  between  40  and  50;  37,  between  50  and  60;  32 
between  60  and  80 ;  5  were  over  80  years  of  age. 

Of  the  44  discharged  restored,  29  were  under  40  years;  13,  be- 
tween 40  and  60;  the  duration  of  treatment  in  26  cases  was  under  6  ; 
months;  in  all,  6  to  12  months;  and  6,  1  to  2  years. 

Of  the  99  Deaths,  the  average  age  was  52.11 ;  9  were  over  80;  11, 
70  to  80 ;  17,  60  to  70 ;  20,50  to  60 ;  the  remainder  were  distributed  be- 
tween 20  and  50  years.  The  percentage  of  deaths  on  the  whole  number 
treated  was  8.01.  17  died  from  General  Paralysis  of  the  Insane;  6, 
.from  Cerebral  Hemorrhage;  10,  from  Arteriosclerosis;  15,  Tuber-  . 
culosis  of  the  Lungs;  22,  Senile  Psychoses  with  complicating  physical 
ailments. 

MEDICAL  WORK 

The  Medical  Department  is  constantly  making  an  effort  to  keep 
abreast  of  modern  methods  in  the  treatment  of  the  individual  psychoses 
as  well  as  intercurrent,  medical  and  surgical  diseases.    The  work  as 
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outlined  in  our  first  report  has  been  followed  in  every  detail.  Staff 
meetings  are  held  daily  at  8.10  A.  M.,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted; 
at  which,  after  the  reading  of  the  case  history,  each  new  admission  is 
presented  for  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  treatment,  also  those  who  are 
to  be  considered  for  furlough  or  discharge.  The  medical  literature 
session  once  a  week  is  continued  with  much  benefit. 

The  examination  of  the  newly-admitted  is  thorough.  A  blood 
Wassermann  is  made  on  every  case;  lumbar  puncture  is  performed  on 
all  organic  cases  and  those  having  a  positive  blood  Wassermann,  and 
a  routine  examination  made  of  the  spinal  fluid. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  hospital  each  fall  we  have  had  from  two 
to  four  sporadic  cases  of  Tyhoid  Fever.  During  the  last  week  of 
November  and  the  first  two  weeks  of  December,  1915,  four  men 
patients  were  stricken  with  the  disease.  With  the  exception  of  two 
patients,  it  developed  on  different  wards.  At  this  time  typhoid  vaccine 
was  prepared  and  standardized  in  our  laboratory,  and  given  to  every 
patient  in  the  hospital  under  fifty-five  years  of  age,  including  new 
admissions.  In  this  way  we  expect  to  overcome  the  yearly  develop- 
ment of  these  sporadic  cases.  The  work  was  completed  February  28, 
1916.  690  Patients, — 359  Men  and  331  Women,  were  given  the  regu- 
lation three  dose  vaccine.  Since  then  all  new  admissions  irrespective 
of  age,  physical  health  permitting,  are  immunized;  as  well  as  all 
nurses  and  attendants  who  are  willing  to  take  same. 

During  March  of  this  year  Measles  was  epidemic  in  this  com- 
munity and  became  so  in  the  hospital.  The  first  case  was  a  woman 
patient  aged  47  years;  the  following  day  a  man  patient  aged  46, 
developed  it.  In  all,  11  Men  and  17  Women  Patients;  3  Men  Attend- 
ants and  1  Woman  Nurse  had  the  disease.  Among  the  patients  a  man 
and  a  woman  both  68  years  of  age  became  ill;  the  latter  a  bed  patient 
and  in  feeble  health  at  the  time,  died  as  a  result  of  the  disease. 

TREATMENT 

The  treatment  of  patients  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  installa- 
tion of  Hydro-therapeutic  Equipment,  one  each  for  the  men's  and  wo- 
men's service,  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  of  1915.  This 
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consists  of  a  control  table,  with  hot  and  cold  Scotch  douche,  needle 
spray  and  rain  douche,  perineal  spray,  sitz  bath,  and  electric  light 
cabinet.  Of  even  greater  service  than  the  above,  is  an  equipment  of 
batteries  of  four  continuous  flowing  baths  for  each  service,  all  con- 
trolled by  individual  thermostatic  valves.  By  this  means  of  treatment 
and  the  use  of  neutral  packs,  mechanical  restraint  and  seclusion  were 
eliminated;  except  in  a  few  surgical  cases,  for  a  limited  time,  for  the 
protection  of  the  patient ;  and  on  two  occasions  in  a  homicidal  woman 
patient;  seclusion  for  three  very  disturbed  epileptic  men  patients  was 
granted  for  a  few  hours. 

With  rest  treatment,  attention  to  the  physical  health  of  the  in- 
dividual patient,  hydro-therapy,  indicated  single  Homoeopathic 
remedy,  and  as  the  patient  improves, — modiiied  rest,  exercise,  diver- 
sional  occupation  and  entertainment,  much  is  attained  towards  the 
restoration  of  mental  health  or  improvement  of  patient  so  as  to  be 
returned  to  his  family  and  community. 

A  study  of  the  medical  treatment  for  the  past  two  years  shows 
that  149  different  single  Homoeopathic  remedies  were  prescribed  each 
year,  and  5116  prescriptions  made  during  this  period. 

CONSULTING  STAFF  AND  OPERATIONS 

Although  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  hospital  have  attended  to  the 
routine  surgical  and  gv^naecological  requirements  of  our  patients,  we 
have  consulted  and  availed  ourselves  of  the  skill  and  experience  of 
our  Consulting  and  Attending  Surgeons  when  major  operations  were  to 
be  undertaken;  except  in  critical  cases  when  time  did  not  permit,  the 
work  then  being  done  by  the  Hospital  Staff.  From  time  to  time  the  Con- 
sulting and  Attending  Physicians  and  other  Specialists  have  been 
called  upon  and  cheerfully  responded.  For  valuable  and  gratuitous 
services  along  these  lines  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  those  who  have 
given  so  freely. 

The  important  Operations  performed  upon  patients  and  employees 
were  the  following :  Appendectomy,  7 ;  Appendectomy  and  salpingo- 
oophorectomy,  1 ;  Appendectomy  and  ovariostomy,  1 ;  Appendiceal 
abscess  (evacuation  of),  2;  Amputation  of  Arm,  1;  Cholecystostomy, 
1;  Cholecystostomy-choledocholithotomy,  1;  Cystotomy,  perineal,  1; 
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Cystotomy,  supra-pubic,  1 ;  Enucleation  of  Eye,  1 ;  Evacuation  ovarian 
cyst,  1;  Exploratory  laparotomy  (obstruction),  3;  Exploratory  laparot- 
omy (peritoneal  T.  B.),  1;  Exploratory  laparotomy  (splenomegaly), 
1;  Exploratory  laparotomy  (pyloric  ulcer),  1;  Herniotomy  (inguinal), 
2;  Herniotomy  (double  inguinal),  1;  Herniotomy  (ventral),  2;  Her- 
niotomy (inguinal)  and  appendectomy,  1;  Hemioenteropexy  (strangu- 
lated), 1;  Intestinal  resection,  1;  Mastoidotomy,  1;  Perineorrhaphy, 
1;  Perineal  abscess  (evacuation  of),  1;  Perirectal  abscess  (evacuation 
of),  1;  Prostatectomy,  supra-pubic,  1;  Rib  resection,  1;  Salpingo- 
oophorectomy  (double),  2;  Sigmoidopexy,  2;  Trephine  of  skull  (brain 
tumor),  1. 

DIVERSIONAL  OCCUPATION 

For  the  convalescent  and  so-called  chronic  patients,  occupation  in 
one  form  or  another,  in  the  various  departments  of  the  institution,  is 
always  decidedly  beneficial:  in  the  former  group  it  develops  stability 
and  promotes  recovery;  in  the  latter,  it  retards  mental  deterioration. 

Diversional  Occupation  in  charge  of  two  Industrial  Instructors, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  nurses  and  under  medical  direction,  has  been 
helpful  in  many  cases.  This  work  is  done  not  only  in  two  special 
rooms  provided  for  this  purpose,  but  also  in  the  ward  day  halls. 

The  aim  of  this  department  the  past  year  has  been  to  attain  a 
higher  standard  in  the  work,  and  this  was  accomplished  by  creating 
an  incentive  among  the  instructors,  nurses  and  patients  to  improve  the 
finished  product,  as  the  patients  cannot  get  as  much  satisfaction  out 
of  a  piece  of  work  poorly  done  as  from  an  article  sufficiently  well 
made  to  be  of  commercial  value;  in  fact,  the  patients  take  pride  in  the 
salability  of  their  work.  Every  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  find  the 
occupation  best  suited  to  the  ability  of  each  individual  patient.  The 
result  has  been  a  better  quality  of  work,  a  minimum  waste  of  material, 
in  many  instances  increased  ability,  and  above  all,  a  more  satisfied 
patient. 

Kindergarten  Work  has  been  added  as  a  feature  of  Diversional 
Occupation,  so  as  to  reach  those  who  lack  mental  ability  to  accomplish 
work  of  a  material  nature.  A  nurse  who  had  training  in  the  Indus- 
trial Room  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  class  of  twenty  women  patients 
on  one  of  the  chronic  wards  for  two  hours  each  morning  and  afternoon. 
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A  number  of  the  "Froebel  Gifts,"  which  are  best  suited  to  this  type 
of  patients,  were  selected,  such  as  modelhng  clay,  colored  sticks,  sew- 
ing cards,  beads,  etc.  In  addition  to  this,  games,  such  as  bean  bag, 
picture  puzzles,  checkers  and  dominoes,  have  been  a  success.  The 
result  has  been  that  the  more  ambitious  of  the  class  have  sewed  carpet 
rags,  outlined  squares  for  quilts,  made  tatting  and  learned  to  sew 
raffia  baskets.  In  no  case  has  the  work  been  of  a  high  grade,  but  such 
was  not  the  aim  of  this  class;  the  object  has  been  rather  to  arouse  the 
patients'  interest  in  occupation  and  to  make  them  feel  that  they  have 
actually  accomplished  something. 

The  development  of  Flower  and  Vegetable  Gardens  has  proven  a 
further  field  of  usefulness,  by  interesting  patients  in  gardening  as  a 
diversion.  The  tilling  of  a  plot  of  ground  and  the  planting  of  flowers 
and  vegetables  has  a  decided  therapeutic  value  in  that  it  takes  the 
patient  out  of  doors,  gives  exercise,  stimulates  interest  in  work,  with 
the  opportunity  of  observing  direct  results.  The  gardens  are  started 
in  April,  the  seeds  are  planted  in  May;  thus  during  the  spring,  summer 
and  fall  two  classes,  one  men  another  of  women,  work  in  the  gardens 
raising  flowers  and  vegetables.  Picking  flowers  brings  cheer  to  many 
and  an  abundant  crop  furnishes  the  wards  with  bouquets.  Pleasure 
is  derived  from  the  privilege  of  using  the  vegetables  for  suppers  away 
from  the  regular  dining  rooms  and  for  an  occasional  picnic  party. 

During  the  summer  of  1915  two  Croquet  Courts  were  started,  one 
each  for  the  men  and  women,  as  a  further  recreation  and  to  be  a  part 
of  the  Diversional  Occupation  Department. 

Successful  Exhibits  of  the  work  of  patients  were  held  at  the  Pratt 
Institute,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  at  this  Hospital  in  December,  1915. 
Most  of  the  articles  displayed  were  sold  and  additional  orders  taken 
gave  occupation  to  patients  until  Easter.  From  the  Diversional  Occu- 
pation Exhibit  held  during  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American 
Medico-Psychological  Association  at  Old  Point  Comfort  in  May,  1915, 
we  were  awarded  three  first  prize  certificates;  and  last  April  we 
received  two  from  the  Exhibit  at  New  Orleans. 

Information  concerning  our  Industrial  Work  will  be  found  in 
the  tables  made  a  part  of  this  report.  These  activities  in  the  main 
are  carried  on  as  a  therapeutic  measure;  in  addition,  much  time  and 
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energy  are  expended  on  those  forms  of  industry  that  are  directly  useful 
in  the  maintenance  up-keep  from  an  economy  and  efficiency  stand- 
point. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

During  January,  1916,  a  Woman  Physical  Directress,  with  ex- 
perience in  play-ground  work  and  calisthenics,  was  employed  to  teach 
various  Gymnastic  Exercises  and  Folk  Dances  to  women  patients,  for 
one  hour  periods  twice  a  week. 

The  first  lesson  was  given  January  25,  1916,  to  twelve  patients, 
with  four  nurses  assisting.  They  were  first  taught  to  mark  time,  march 
in  single  file,  then  double  and  in  fours.  This  was  followed  by  free 
hand  drills  in  open  order.  A  typical  gymnastic  day's  order  consists 
of  head,  arm,  leg,  upper  chest,  lower  chest,  abdominal,  lateral  trunk, 
balance,  precipitant  and  respiratory  movements.  The  lesson  begins 
with  an  introductory  movement,  marching  and  some  arm  movements. 
The  drill  follows  and  comprises  most  of  the  movements  enumerated 
above.  Games  are  third  on  the  program  and  give  opportunity  for 
spontaneous  activity.  Folk  dancing  comes  last,  and  accomplishes  the 
balance  and  precipitant  movements. 

The  results  accomplished  within  the  brief  time  convince  us  that 
the  exercises,  drills,  games  and  dances  are  of  benefit  to  our  patients. 
Gymnasium  instruction  has  been  of  special  help  to  cases  of  Dementia 
Praecox;  to  the  negativistic  form  of  the  Catatonic;  and  the  dull,  in- 
different and  apathetic  cases  of  the  Hebephrenic  group.  The  Direct- 
ress had  considerable  difficulty  in  the  beginning  in  holding  the  atten- 
tion of  those  taking  part  in  the  exercises;  a  great  change  has  been 
noted  in  this  direction,  the  attention  is  more  readily  gained  and  held, 
and  with  but  few  exceptions  they  follow  directions  perfectly;  the  folk 
dances  appeal  to  the  larger  number.  The  competitive  games  have 
probably  been  the  most  helpful  from  therapeutic  standpoint;  they 
aroused  the  enthusiasm  of  all  and  stimulated  the  lethargic  to  activity. 
Patients,  who  on  the  ward  did  not  speak  unless  addressed  or  refused 
to  talk,  surprised  themselves  as  well  as  others  by  talking  and  singing 
while  the  games  were  going  on.  It  was  a  surprise,  too,  to  see  patients 
who  sat  on  the  ward  all  day  in  the  same  position,  walk  and  even  run 
while  games  were  in  progress.    The  class  has  increased,  so  that  there 
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are  from  fifty  to  sixty  divided  into  two  groups  on  the  floor  at  one 
time.  One-half  of  this  number  can  do  good  drill  work,  the  rest  do 
not  respond  so  rapidly  but  can  accomplish  the  games  and  some  of  the 
dances.  The  most  indifferent  and  apathetic  seem  to  enjoy  the  march- 
ing and  learn  to  keep  time  fairly  well;  those  who  came  merely  as  spec- 
tators at  first,  became  interested  and  joined  the  active  members  of  the 
class. 

Athletics  in  a  mild  form  has  been  tried:  the  patients  take  well 
to  competitive  work,  they  are  given  walking  and  running  races  and 
light  forms  of  jumping.  The  games  are  the  most  interesting  diversion 
and  have  done  more  to  help  the  patients  mentally  than  any  other  form 
of  activity, — they  are  taught  to  talk  and  associate  of  their  own  volition. 

The  intention  is  to  continue  these  calisthenic  exercises  and  games 
out  of  doors  during  the  summer  months,  somewhat  upon  the  same  basis 
as  the  play-ground  work  in  our  centres  of  population.  Eventually  we 
will  also  have  classes  for  men. 

ENTERTAINMENT  AND  RECREATION 

-  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Fitzgerald,  Manager  of  the 
Central  Park  Theatre,  our  patients  have  been  given  an  annual  treat. 
His  company,  with  orchestra,  came  to  the  hospital  and  presented  the 
following  Musical  Comedies:  September  2,  1914,  "A  Night  in  New 
York";  September  1,  1915,  "The  Suffragettes". 

A  company  of  fifty  students  from  the  Allentown  High  School  on 
November  21,  1915,  rendered  an  Operetta,  "The  Cocoa  Man."  The 
Alpha  and  Omega  Club,  Allentown,  "Our  Busy  Ladies'  Aid." 

The  following  Concerts  and  Entertainments  were  greatly  appre- 
ciated and  enjoyed  by  our  patients : 

The  Allentown  College  for  Women  "Glee  Club";  the  Muhlenberg 
College  "Glee  Club";  the  Orpheus  Glee  Club,  Allentown;  the  Eben- 
ezer  S.  S.  Orchestra;  the  Schoenck  Moravian  Church  Orchestra,  and 
another  Entertainment  by  friends  from  Nazareth,  Pa., — courtesy  of  Mr. 
E.  T.  Henry;  Combined  Choirs  from  Coplay,  Pa.,  Mr.  Asher  A.  Lau- 
bach  in  charge;  Rittersville  Fire  Co.  Minstrels;  the  Allentown  Band, 
Mr.  Martin  Klingler,  Director;  the  American  Band  of  Allentow?:,  Mr. 
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George  B.  Lutz,  Director;  the  Second  Regiment  Band,  S.  V.  R.,  Allen- 
town;  the  Aurora  Band  of  AUentown,  Mr.  Nicholas  Ditalia,  Director; 
Carols,  Christmas,  1915,  and  Trumpeters  Easter  Dawn,  1916, — Choir 
St.  Peter's  Lutheran  Church,  Rittersville;  Impromptu  Musical,  Mrs. 
Florence  Reed,  Philadelphia,  Miss  Loux  and  friends,  AUentown; 
Beulah  Park  Camping  Association;  Camp  Fire  Girls,  Easton. 

Fifty  men  patients  who  assist  with  work  about  the  farm  and 
grounds  were  granted  free  admission  to  the  AUentown  Fair;  others 
assisting  in  the  various  departments  and  activities  of  the  institution 
had  picnic  parties  during  the  summer  months  and  also  attended  the 
open  air  theatre  at  Central  Park,  Rittersville. 

Holidays,  especially  Christmas,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Fourth 
of  July  were  appropriately  observed  by  religious  services,  entertain- 
ments and  amusements,  and  special  menus  were  provided.  Moving 
Pictures  are  shown  on  an  average  of  about  every  two  weeks  and  as  an 
entertainment  are  more  enjoyed  by  a  larger  number  than  anything  we 
can  procure.  The  Weekly  Dances  serve  their  purpose  in  like  manner. 
During  December,  1915,  two  Phonographs  were  purchased;  these  are 
in  daily  service  in  our  diversional  occupation  rooms,  on  the  wards, 
and  during  the  mid-day  meal  in  our  congregate  dining  rooms. 

WORK  REPORT 

The  annual  work  report  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1915, 
showed  average  number  of  patients  working  daily,  578;  308  Men  and 
269  Women;  or  58  per  cent,  of  the  daily  hospital  population,  62  per 
cent,  for  the  Men,  55  per  cent,  for  the  Women.  The  average  number 
of  hours  daily  for  each  person  was  4.08;  the  Men  averaged  4.41,  the 
Women  3.75  hours. 

An  analysis  of  a  similar  report  for  the  hospital  year  ending  May 
31,  1916,  shows  average  number  working  daily,  629;  324  Men  and 
304  Women,  or  63  per  cent,  of  the  daily  population;  65  per  cent,  for 
the  Men  and  61  per  cent,  for  the  Women.  The  average  number  of 
hours  daily  for  the  Men  was  4.54,  for  the  Women  3.43  hours. 

The  work  reports  include  the  following  divisions :  Wards,  dining 
rooms,  kitchens,  laundry,  power  house,  farm  and  garden,  diversional 
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occupation,  bakery,  administration  housework,  tailor  and  cobbler 
shops,  painter,  electrician,  mattress  and  broom  department,  butcher, 
barber,  store-room,  clothes  room,  laborator}^  sewing  and  mending 
rooms,  ward  sewing  and  mending. 

'  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  been  maintained  during  the 
prescribed  period  of  nine  months  of  the  year.  The  number  enrolled 
for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1915,  was  31;  27  Women  and  4  Men. 
Five  pupils  completed  the  second  year  work.  There  are  40  in  the 
present  class;  36  Women  and  4  Men.  Our  first  class  to  graduate, 
consisting  of  two  Seniors,  will  receive  diplomas  in  June.  Arrange- 
ments for  affiliation  were  made  with  the  Women's  Homoeopathic  Asso- 
ciation Hospitals,  in  Philadelphia,  so  that  our  pupil  nurses  receive 
obstetric,  pediatric  and  surgical  experience  during  their  junior  year 
as  a  part  of  the  prescribed  three  years'  course. 

The  minimum  standard  of  education  for  our  women  pupil  nurses 
has  been  raised  to  first  year  High  School  and  has  had  a  very  beneficial 
effect;  the  applicants  are  of  a  higher  standard,  a  good  class  spirit  is 
developing,  there  are  fewer  resignations  and  our  affiliation  with  the 
Women's  Homoeopathic.  Association  Hospitals,  Philadelphia,  has  also 
been  helpful. 

The  work  of  the  School  for  Men  Attendants  has  been  carried  on 
continuously  throughout  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed 
course.  All  who  are  not  members  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 
are  obliged  to  take  Attendants'  course  of  instruction. 

Since  the  increase  in  industrial  activities  and  especially  the  past 
year,  we  have  suffered  a  constant  shortage  of  Men  Attendants.  The 
hospital  being  located  between  two  active  industrial  centres,  i.e.,  Al- 
lentown  and  Bethlehem,  as  well  as  low  wage  scale  at  the 
time  of  entering  the  service  of  the  institution  have  been  factors.  Wages 
were  increased  with  proportionate  advance  in  accordance  with  length 
of  service.  Nevertheless,  it  is  doubtful  if  we  will  be  able  to  obtain 
sufficient  men  to  cover  our  normal  quota  without  further  advance  in 
wages. 

Tables  showing  Record  of  Employees,  with  reasons  for  resigna- 
tions, discharges  and  length  of  service  are  appended. 
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PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 

We  have  repeatedly  made  the  statement  that  the  problem  of 
Mental  Disease  is  a  large  and  far-reaching  one.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  no  class  of  people  in  a  community  cost  more  in  dollars  and 
cents  than  these  unfortunates.  Experience  proves  that  more  can  be 
done  by  bringing  the  hospital  in  closer  touch  with  the  public,  thereby 
reaching  those  who  most  need  our  assistance  and  advice.  This  can  be 
accomplished  by  the  establishment  of  Clinics  in  connection  with  our 
State  Hospitals, — held  at  stated  intervals,  once  or  twice  a  month.  In 
this  way  we  are  more  likely  to  reach  the  individual  who  may  hesitate 
to  come  to  the  institution  for  examination  and  advice;  charitable 
agencies,  principals  and  teachers  of  schools  may  be  given  suggestions; 
and  thus  the  individual  on  the  border-line  of  mental  unbalance  should 
be  more  willing  to  apply  for  mental  examination.  Such  a  Clinic  was 
organized  in  the  city  of  Easton,  in  connection  with  the  Charity  Organ- 
ization Society,  in  November,  1915,  and  has  been  in  operation  ever 
since  with  profitable  results.  The  Medical  Officers  of  the  hospital 
have  charge  of  it,  going  to  Easton  the  last  Monday  of  every  month.  The 
original  object  was  to  create  a  community  centre  for  the  after-care  of 
those  patients  furloughed  or  discharged  from  the  hospital;  the  exam- 
ination of  those  who  are  threatened  with  mental  disorder  in  any  form; 
to  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  the  public  schools  for  all  children  sus- 
pected of  being  in  the  exceptional  class,  securing  for  them  diagnosis 
and  prognosis,  determining  the  degree  and  variety  of  mental  weakness, 
advising  what  environment  and  course  of  action  will  serve  the  inter- 
est of  each  individual  child. 

The  subjects  for  examination  thus  far  have,  for  the  most  part, 
been  children.  The  test  used  is  the  "Yerkes-Bridges  Point  Scale." 
The  cases  are  brought  to  the  Clinic  through  several  sources :  those  ob- 
served by  the  General  Secretary  and  Friendly  Visitor  of  the  Charity 
Organization  Society  in  the  course  of  their  visits;  person  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  secretary  either  through  the  report  of  some  disinter- 
ested person  or  through  the  application  of  a  relative  who  needs  help 
in  the  management  of  a  troublesome  child,  and  Juvenile  Court  cases. 
To  the  last  two  classes  belong  delinquents,  wayward  girls,  truants,  etc. ; 
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children  found  unable  to  do  the  ordinary  work  in  school  suitable  to 
their  ages, — reported  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools;  and  adults, 
whose  mental  status  it  is  desirable  to  determine.  A  great  deal  has 
been  accomplished  with  defective  and  backward  children  as  a  result 
of  examinations  and  advice  given. 

MEDICAL  MEETINGS  AND  CLINICS 

The  Lehigh  Valley  Homoeopathic  Medical  Society  held  a  meeting 
at  the  hospital  in  September,  1914.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Lehigh 
County  Medical  Society,  in  September,  1915,  all  the  physicians  from 
the  County  received  an  invitation  to  spend  a  day  at  the  Hospital,  to 
inspect  the  institution  and  attend  a  program  furnished  by  the  Hos- 
pital Staff,  Subject,  "Symposium  on  Dementia  Praecox." 

The  Superintendent  and  members  of  the  Staff  have  read  papers 
before  the  State  and  local  Societies,  and  have  given  talks  upon  Mental 
Diseases,  especially  the  preventable  causes,  to  lay  audiences  in  our 
neighboring  cities. 

A  course  of  Lectures  upon  Mental  Diseases  is  given  annually  to 
the  Senior  Class  of  Hahnemann  Medical  College,  Philadelphia;  the 
students  coming  to  this  hospital  for  their  clinical  work. 

CHANGES  IN  MEDICAL  STAFF 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Trites  resigned  July  1,  1915,  to  enter  general  prac- 
tice. 

Dr.  Bernice  A.  Bartlett  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  October 
13,  1914,  on  account  of  ill  health;  she  resigned  January  4,  1915. 

Dr.  Edgar  Maule  Blew,  a  graduate  of  Hahnemann  Medical  Col- 
lege, Class  1914,  and  who  served  one  year's  Internship  in  Hahnemann 
Hospital,  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Junior  Assistant  Physician 
on  the  Men's  Service  July  5,  1915.  • 

Dr.  Flora  V.  Kramer,  a  graduate  of  the  New  York  Medical  Col- 
lege and  Hospital  for  Women,  Class  1913,— with  one  year's  Intern- 
ship, was  appointed  to  a  like  position  on  the  Women's  Service  April 
9,1915. 
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ECONOMY  THROUGH  EFFICIENCY  . 

An  Aerial  Tramway,  under  1913  Special  Appropriation,  was  built 
to  convey  coal  from  the  Hospital  siding  connected  with  the  Central 
Railroad  of  New  Jersey  tracks  to  the  storage  landing  at  the  rear  of  the 
boiler  house,  a  distance  of  1800  feet,  over  an  incline  having  a  drop 
of  250  feet;  its  carrying  capacity  is  20  tons  an  hour.  This  was  put 
into  operation  during  March,  1915,  and  has  brought  about  a  saving 
over  former  method  of  delivery  of  not  less  than  70  cents  per  ton  or 
$4,200  annually  on  a  6000  ton  basis.  Previous  to  this  all  coal  was 
delivered,  under  contract,  by  teams  from  Allentown,  a  distance  of  two 
and  one-half  miles,  at  a  cost  approximating  80  cents  per  ton. 

The  first  two  years  following  the  opening  of  the  hospital,  our 
Water  Supply  was  insufficient,  necessitating  strict  economy.  The 
water  used  in  the  operation  of  our  ice  plant  emptied  into  the  sewer; 
this  was  diverted  into  our  return  vacuum  system  but  was  in  excess  of 
that  required  in  the  operation  of  our  boilers.  There  was  an  average 
waste  of  40  gallons  per  minute,  at  a  temperature  of  180  to  200  degrees 
F.  This  was  utilized  by  the  installation  of  a  steel  receiving  tank,  of 
21,000  gallon  capacity,  connected  with  an  automatic  duplex  pump, 
with  governor,  which  circulates  the  water  throughout  the  institution 
for  laundry  and  bathing  purposes.  Reckoning  at  our  metered  rate  for 
raw  water,  and  the  heat  units  saved, — which  resulted  in  lessening  the 
consumption  of  coal  and  steam  necessary  to  operate  the  hot  water  gen- 
erators located  throughout  the  institution,  a  saving  of  practically 
$400.00  per  month  was  accomplished. 

Another  waste  of  water  was  from  the  individual  toilet  flush  tanks. 
They  were  constantly  being  tampered  with  by  patients  and  were  there- 
fore frequently  out  of  order,  resulting  in  continuous  flowing  of  water. 
This  was  overcome  by  the  installation  of  a  central  tank  for  each  floor 
and  group  of  ward  toilets,  locating  the  tanks  in  the  attic.  This  has 
not  only  reduced  the  consumption  of  water  for  this  purpose,  but  also 
the  time  previously  required  for  repairs. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Heating  Plant  has  been  greatly  enhanced 
by  a  re-arrangement  of  our  steam  mains  so  as  to  utilize  all  of  the 
exhaust  steam  for  heating,  and  also  by  enlarging  the  size  of  our  mains

at  the  terminal  ends  of  the  institution.  By  the  latter  increase  our 
buildings  are  better  heated  than  formerly,  and  it  enables  us  to  heat  the 
additional  new  buildings, — with  no  forcing  of  our  boilers,  without  for 
some  years  at  least,  increasing  our  boiler  plant. 

Credit  is  due  the  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Harry  L.  Cunningham; 
and  Mr.  Henry  J.  Walton,  Superintendent  of  Construction  under 
Special  Appropriation  work,  as  consultant,  for  the  several  changes 
which  have  resulted  in  the  improvement  and  more  economical  opera- 
tion of  our  mechanical  plant. 

The  trials  in  the  operation  of  the  hospital  have  never  been  greater 
than  the  past  year.  The  demand  for  increased  wages  has  been  unpre- 
cedented in  institutional  experience.  With  this  there  has  also  been 
an  increase  in  the  cost  of  all  that  pertains  to  house-keeping  require- 
ments, especially  food  supplies.  These  conditions  as  well  as  the  lim- 
ited acreage  of  our  farm  land,  requiring  the  purchase  in  the  open  mar- 
ket of  products  raised  on  the  average  hospital  farm,  especially  the 
needs  for  our  livestock  and  dairy,  necessitated  the  strictest  economy 
to  enable  us  to  keep  within  our  maintenance  income. 

This  has  been  accomplished  by  a  careful  study  of  the  hospital 
Dietary  which  is  made  up  daily  instead  of  following  a  stereotype  bill- 
of-fare;  the  food  is  served  in  a  systematic  manner,  upon  a  measured 
basis,  all  plate  scraps  are  weighed  and  a  record  kept,  and  all  un- 
touched, usable  food  returned  to  the  kitchen  is  properly  utilized, — all 
being  done  under  the  supervision  of  one  employee.  Another  feature 
has  been  the  operation  of  an  Exchange  System,  whereby  all  wornout 
and  discarded  articles  are  inspected  and  exchanged  for  new;  all  sup- 
plies are  issued  only  upon  approved  requisitions.  The  prompt  repair 
of  all  torn  or  partly  destroyed  clothing  and  shoes,  by  a  competent 
tailor,  cobbler  and  seamstresses  (all  assisted  by  patient  labor)  is  also 
a  factor. 

Credit  is  due  the  Steward,  Mr.  Charles  W.  Fritchmann,  for  his 
economic  purchase  of  supplies  upon  the  basis  of  "quality  consistent 
with  price," — ^the  major  part  of  which  is  done  upon  contract  basis,  for 
his  loyal  support  and  co-operation  in  working  out  the  problems  which 
resulted  in  the  successful  economical  operation  of  the  institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  PATHOLOGIST 


Dr.  Henry  I.  Klopp,  Superintendent  Homoeopathic  State  Hospital, 
Allentown,  Penna.  , 

Sir: 

The  report  of  the  laboratory  extending  over  a  period  of  two  years, 
from  June  1,  1914,  to  May  31,  1916,  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

The  laboratory  has  materially  progressed  during  the  past  two 
years.  Additional  equipment  has  been  secured  in  the  form  of  special 
lens  for  photo  work  on  the  spinal  cord,  additional  chemical  and  patho- 
logical apparatus  and  a  large  list  of  chemicals,  reagents,  etc.,  also  re- 
placing depleted  stock,  the  whole  amounting  to  quite  a  financial  item. 

A  well  selected  pathological  library  was  added  to  the  department, 
as  well  as  a  suitable  filing  cabinet  for  the  many  cards,  reports,  etc., 
of  the  laboratory. 

The  usual  routine  work  was  conducted  as  heretofore. 

Urinalyses  were  made  on  all  new  patients  admitted  and  an  annual 
examination  on  every  other  case  in  the  hospital.  490  new  cases  were 
analyzed,  1624  old  ones,  making  a  grand  total  of  2114  analyses.  Of 
these  6  per  cent,  showed  a  pathological  condition.  Numerous  blood 
counts  were  made.  A  large  series  on  special  cases  to  determine  changes 
in  dementia  precox,  others  on  request  for  various  clinical  reasons.  117 
counts  were  made,  88  differential  leucocytes.  Malaria  was  suspected 
in  several  cases  but  the  plasmodion  was  not  found. 

Serum  reactions  are  one  of  the  main  assets  especially  the  comple- 
ment fixation  test  according  to  Wassermann.    This  test  is  made  on 
every  case  admitted  and  657  such  reactions  were  obtained  on  the  blood 
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serum  and  161  on  the  spinal  fluid.  The  blood  seruni  showed  fixation 
in  19  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  the  percentage  being  higher  in  the  male 
population.  The  spinal  fluid  was  positive  in  42  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
tested.  The  Noguchi  serum  reaction  was  used  in  a  few  cases  but  was 
finally  discarded  as  not  being  satisfactory. 

The  Widal  agglutination  test  was  extensively  employed  before 
typhoid  immunization  was  instituted  and  since  then  rather  infrequent- 
ly. The  reaction  was  made  in  38  cases,  6  being  positive  in  1 :40 
dilutions. 

Bacteriological  work  is  rather  extensive  including  cultures, 
smears,  vaccines,  etc. 

The  sputum  was  examined  by  suitable  staining  methods  in  19 
cases.  Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  three  cases  Smears  of  dis- 
charges, pus,  etc.,  45.  Cultures  from  blood,  sputum,  feces,  urine  dis- 
charges, etc.,  64.  21  of  these  cases  were  used  as  vaccines,  2  cases 
showed  a  positive  blood  culture  of  the  typhoid  bacillus. 

Vaccines  were  made  from  various  conditions,  septicaemia,  skin 
infections,  etc.,  9  cases  were  cured,  5  improved. 

Typhoid  bacterins  were  made  at  two  different  times  in  strengths 
of  SOOM  and  lOOOM  killed  typhoid  bacilli  to  the  cubic  centimeter. 
This  was  used  as  prophylaxis  to  the  disease.  The  quantity  made  was 
3600cc  sufficient  to  immunize  1200  patients. 

Sensitized  vaccines  were  made  in  three  cases  with  good  results.  ' 

The  feces  and  urine  were  examined  in  9  cases  for  typhoid  carriers 
and  in  one  case  the  typhoid  bacillus  was  isolated. 

Special  work  was  begun  on  the  tubercle  bacillus,  cultivating  the 
organism  on  suitable  media  to  make  tuberculins,  also  additional  experi- 
mental work  in  making  an  antigen  for  complement  fixation  tests  in 
tuberculosis. 

Milk  analyses  have  been  made  a  routine  weekly  work  consisting 
of  tests  for  richness  in  fat,  its  bacterial  contents  and  adulterations  in 
the  form  of  water  or  preservatives. 
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Auto-serum  treatment  was  employed  in  two  cases  of  psoriasis  with 
beneficial  results. 

The  Duncan  treatment  also  was  used  but  without  results. 

The  spinal  fluid  was  removed  from  161  cases,  mainly  in  those 
having  a  positive  Wassermann  on  the  blood  serum  and  cases  suspected 
of  luetic  infection  of  the  cerebrospinal  axis.  The  tests  applied  were 
for  albumin,  globulin  according  to  Noguchi  and  Nonne-Apelt,  the  cell 
count  and  the  Wassermann  reaction.  The  latter  was  positive  in  68 
cases  or  42  per  cent.  The  general  findings  were  positive  in  46^  per 
cent.,  the  Wassermann  being  negative  in  9  per  cent,  of  the  cases  show- 
ing general  pathological  changes. 

Fifty-seven  autopsies  were  performed,  28  per  cent,  of  the  death 
rate  for  the  same  period.  ■ 

The  brain  was  removed  in  46  cases,  the  cord  in  14  cases.  The 
entire  Staff  was  in  attendance  at  many  of  the  autopsies  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  Pathologist  the  Junior  Physicians  performed  them. 

Feces  and  gastric  analyses  were  made  in  a  few  of  the  cases. 

Tissue  study  comprises  a  large  part  of  the  work.  The  brain, 
spinal  cord  and  body  tissues  are  studied  in  detail  employing  many  of 
the  usual  stains  and  making  use  of  such  special  stains  as  may  be  suit- 
able for  special  work  in  psychiatry  and  neurology. 

Tissues  from  operated  cases  are  studied  for  diagnosis  and  verifi- 
cation of  diagnoses,  frequently  making  frozen  sections  for  rapid  work. 

Tumors  or  other  new  growths  are  treated  by  the  carbon  dioxide 
refrigeration  method. 

During  this  period  two  papers  were  prepared  from  material  in  the 
laboratory,  one  on  the  Wassermann  Reaction  on  408  Cases  in  the  Hos- 
pital, and  an  Anatomo-pathological  Study  on  a  Case  of  Pachymenin- 
gitis Cervicalis  complicated  by  Acute  Ascending  Hemorrhagic  Myelitis. 
Material  is  accumulating  for  another  paper  on  Spinal  Fluid  Analyses 
and  possibly  a  third  on  Complement  Fixation  in  Tuberculosis. 
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The  laboratory  is  gradually  adding  to  its  collection  of  museum 
specimens  of  such  tissues,  organs,  etc.,  as  can  be  suitably  preserved 
as  dry  mounts  or  wet  or  dry  Kaiserlings. 

The  department  has  been  materially  assisted  in  its  work  by  the 
interest  shown  by  the  Staff  and  the  assistance  of  the  Junior  Physicians 
by  their  personal  work  done  at  the  autopsy  table.  A  great  aid  during 
the  summer  months  is  the  assistance  of  a  member  of  the  upper  classes 
at  Hahnemann  College,  who  thereby  also  gains  valuable  personal 
knowledge  of  the  subject  of  pathology  by  taking  the  place  of  a  tech- 
nician. 

Additional  apparatus  and  general  supplies  are  constantly  needed 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  times. 

The  continued  co-operation  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Staff 
are  earnestly  desired.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


PATIENTS  ARE  ADMITTED: 

Upon  an  application,  known  as  "Order  for  Reception  of  Patient," 
signed  by  a  relative  or  friend,  or  of  the  authorities  having  charge  of 
the  poor,  which  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  two  physicians, 
whose  signatures  are  certified  before  a  Court  or  Magistrate  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  8,  1883:  namely, 
"The  certificate  must  be  signed  by  at  least  two  physicians,  and  made 
within  one  week  of  the  examination  of  the  patient,  and  within  two 
weeks  of  the  admission  of  the  patient,  and  shall  be  duly  sworn  or 
affirmed  before  a  Judge  or  Magistrate,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  of  the  county  where  such  person  has  been  examined, 
who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signatures,  and  to  the  stand- 
ing and  good  repute  of  the  signers.  And  any  person  falsely  certifying 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  liable  civilly  to 
party  aggrieved." 

Or,  by  an  Order  of  a  Court. 

Or,  voluntarily;  under  the  Act  of  May  8,  1883,  which  reads  that 
those  "who  may  be  suffering  from  nervous  diseases,  threatening  mental 
disorder,  may  be  received  for  a  period  of  one  month  or  less,  by  an 
Agreement." 

Patients  are  classified  as  "Indigent"  and  "Private":  "indigent" 
means  every  person  maintained  wholly  or  in  part  at  the  expense  of  any 
poor  district  of  the  Commonwealth;  "private  patient"  means  every 
patient  not  an  indigent. 

When  a  patient  is  Indigent,  an  "Agreement  for  Maintenance" 
properly  executed  by  the  Directors  of  the  Poor;  or  an  "Order  ot  tne 
Court"  designating  to  whom  the  maintenance  is  chargeable — must  ac- 
company the  patient.  The  rate  for  public  patient  is  $4^  per  week; 
the  Poor  Authorities  paying  the  amount  required  by  law,  namely  $1.75 
per  week:  the  State,  the  balance. 
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The  lowest  rate  for  Private  patients  is  $5.00  per  week,  paid  quar- 
terly m  advance;  a  Bond  with  satisfactory  sureties  is  required  to 
guarantee  the  continuance  of  payment  while  the  patient  is  under  care 
and  treatment.  Voluntary  patients  are  admitted  only  upon  the  private 
rate  basis.  •  • 

Blanks  for  the  admission  of  patients  can  be  obtained  upon  appli- 
cation at  the  hospital.  The  proper  papers  must  be  legibly  filled  out 
and  legally  executed  before  the  patient  is  brought  to  the  institution. 

The  patient  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  hospital  should  be 
accompanied  by  someone  acquainted  with  him  or  her,  from  whom  full 
particulars  may  be  learned  pertaining  to  the  family  and  personal  his- 
tory. When  this  is  not  possible,  a  written  history  should  be  sent.  All 
women  patients  must  be  accompanied  by  a  woman,  as  required  by  law, 
unless  brought  by  a  member  of  the  immediate  family. 

Patients  must  be  free  from  contagious  disease.  They  should  be 
made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free  from  vermin  before  being  brought  to 
the  hospital.  A  supply  of  plain,  durable  and  seasonable  clothing 
should  be  provided.  , 

The  Hospital  is  situated  midway  between  the  cities  of  Allentown 
and  Bethlehem,  and  has  a  twenty  minute  trolley  service. 

Visiting  days  are  Tuesday  and  Saturday  from  1  to  4.45  P.  M., 
at  which  time  physicians  can  be  interviewed.  Relatives  who  find  it 
impossible  to  make  visits  at  the  stated  times,  can  occasionally,  by  writ- 
ing each  time  to  the  Superintendent,  secure  special  written  permission 
to  come  on  other  week  days  or  Sundays  from  1  to  3  o'clock. 

Letters  to  patients  should  be  addressed  in  care  of  the  Hospital, 
with  the  sender's  name  upon  the  envelope.  Correspondence  about 
patients  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent;  always  enclosing 
a  stamp  for  reply,  giving  full  name  and  address  of  the  sender  and  the 
name  of  the  patient.  Correspondents  should  notify  the  hospital  of 
any  change  of  address. 

The  following  Counties  comprise  the  Hospital  District:  Brad- 
ford, Bucks,  Carbon,  Lackawanna,  Lehigh,  Monroe,  Northampton, 
Pike,  Sullivan,  Susquehanna,  Wayne  and  Wyoming. 
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The  organic  law  also  provides  that,  whenever  the  hospital  shall 
have  sufficient  accommodations  for  the  proper  care  of  a  larger  number 
of  patients  than  shall  be  committed  to  it  from  the  district  above  named, 
patients  from  any  other  part  of  the  state,  can  be  committed  to  the  hos- 
pital— "giving  preference  in  all  cases  to  those  whose  family  or  friends 
desire  to  receive  Homoeopathic  treatment." 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  visit  the  hospital  on  regular 
visiting  days,  and  inspect  the  various  wards  and  departments  of  the 
Institution.  We  are  desirous  of  having  as  many  as  possible  from  the 
localities  from  which  we  receive  patients  avail  themselves  of  an  oppor- 
tunity to  become  familiar  with  present  day  methods  and  provisions  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  mentally  sick.  It  is  a  fact  that  many 
people  entertain  erroneous  ideas  regarding  State  Hospitals  for  the 
mentally  sick;  to  become  better  acquainted  with  our  ambitions  and 
purposes,  and  the  problems  with  which  we  have  to  deal,  your  active 
interest  and  co-operation  are  desired.
